It  must  be  understood  that  the  Club  is  a  private  arrangement 
between  individuals,  to  which  the  Larkin  Soap  Co.  is  not  a  party. 
To  us,  each  order  is  a  separate  transaction,  complete  in  itself,  and  we 
are  not  responsible  for  the  details  arranged  between  Club  members. 
We  can  go  no  further  than  to  offer  friendly  suggestions. 

Certificate 

Rules : 

Important  to  Club  Organizers . 

I.  CERTIFICATE  PREMIUMS  are  given  only  to  regular  customers  as  a 
reward  for  $10.00  orders  accompanied  by  the  cash  and  signed  by  new  or  regular 
customers.

IV.  A  REGULAR  CUSTOMER  is  the  head  of  a  family  who  has,  within  two 
years,  purchased  direct  from  us  and  promptly  paid  for  a  Case  of  the  Larkin  Soaps. 
Every  member  of  his  household  may  earn  Certificate  Premiums  by  having  the 
head  of  the  family  personally  sign  all  communications. 

Avoid  disappointment  by  keeping  these  rules  in  mind. 

H  ow  to  Conduct  a  Larkin  Club-of-Ten. 

The  Start.  i.  The  organizer  will  induce  ten  persons  to  join  the  Club  for  the 

purpose  of  securing  Larkin  Soaps  and  Premiums. 

Organization.  2.  The  Club  should  be  organized  by  the  members’  signing  the 
“Club-members’  Agreement’’  and  electing  the  organizer  as  Sec-

retary.  The  Club-members’  Agreement  should  be  sent  to  us  with 
the  first  order. 

3.  Bach  month,  or  oftener,  the  Secretary  sends  one  of  the  orders 
on  our  Club  Order-blank  signed  by  that  member  of  the  Club  who  is  to 
receive  the  Larkin  Premium.  The  goods  will  be  shipped  to  that 
member  and  he  should  pay  the  freight  on  the  shipment.  The  Club- 
members  should  decide  each  month,  in  advance,  who  shall  sign  the 
order  and  receive  the  Larkin  Premium.  A  meeting  for  distribution  of 
Soaps,  payment  of  money,  and  selection  of  next  consignee,  can  be 
held  at  home  of  consignee  of  a  shipment  on  its  arrival. 

To  Secure

4.  Bach  order  must  be  countersigned  by  the  Secretary  in  space 
provided  for  regular  customer’s  signature  and  accompanied  by  the 
cash.  Unless  the  Secretary  is  already  a  regular  customer,  the  first 
order  must  be  sent  in  his  name  to  establish  him  as  one,  to  entitle 
him  to  Certificate  Premiums  on  all  the  subsequent  orders.

5.  The  Soaps  and  the  $10.00  payments  are  equally  divided. 
Each  case  will  be  packed  as  ordered.  Invariably,  all  Soaps  should  be 
fully  paid  for  on  or  before  delivery. 

6.  At  the  end  of  ten  months,  each  member  will  have  paid  the 
Club  $10.00,  in  ten  equal  monthly  payments,  and  the  freight  charges 
on  one  shipment.  Each  member  will  have  received  $10.00  worth  of 
Soaps  and  a  Larkin  Premium. 

Subject  to  Certificate  Rules  on  page  2  of  our  Premium  List,  the 
Secretary  will  have  received  a  Certificate  Premium  and  50  cents’ 
worth  of  Soaps  for  each  cash  order.  A  Club-member  does  not  advance 
$10.00  and  is  not  entitled  to  the  present-for-cash ;  it  is  the  product  of 
the  organization  and  is  therefore  the  property  of  the  organizer. 

7.  If  each  Club-member  signs  an  order,  as  suggested  in  No.  4,  at 
the  end  of  ten  months  all  will  be  regular  customers,  and  by  organizing 
other  Clubs  or  sending  Recommended  Orders  during ,  ensuing  two 
years  can  obtain  Certificate  Premiums.  They  will  also  receive  our 
new  circulars,  mailed  to  all  customers. 

8.  If  any  member  wishes  a  Premium  offered  for  an  amount  in 
excess  of  $10.00,  he  must  pay  the  excess  to  the  Secretary  at  the  time 
his  order  is  sent  in. 

9.  The  selection  of  a  Larkin  Premium  due  on  an  order  of  $10.00 
(or  more)  worth  of  Soaps  may  be  deferred  indefinitely";  a  due-bill 
will  be  issued  for  the  Premium,  which  will  be  shipped  alone  when 
selected.  Two  or  more  due-bills  can  be  used  to  secure  a  Premium, 
to  obtain  which,  more  than  a  $10.00  purchase  is  required. 

One-half  of  list  prices  will  be  charged  for  Soap  selected  in  excess 
of  amount  required  for  Premium  chosen. 

We  cannot  award  at  some  future  time,  and  Clubs  must  not  ask,  any 
Larkin  Premium  upon  several  excess-purchases  aggregating  $10.00, 
as  to  us  each  order  is  a  separate  transaction,  complete  in  itself. 

10.  Any  member  who  wishes  to  withdraw  from  the  Club  before  he 
receives  his  Larkin  Premium,  should  get  some  friend,  agreeable  to 
the  other  Club-members,  to  take  his  place. 

Any  member  who  wishes  to  withdraw  from  the  Club  after  he  has 
received  his  Larkin  Premium,  should  pay  to  the  Secretary,  for  the  use 
of  the  Club,  the  sum  of  $6.00  less  one-half  of  the  amount  already  paid 
for  Soaps. 

(Example  :  If  one  has  already  paid  $4.00,  and  received  $4.00  worth 
of  Soaps  and  a  Larkin  Premium  he  should  pay  to  the  Secretary  $6.00 
less  2.oo=$4.oo  additional,  making  $8.00  paid  for  $4.00  worth  of 
Soaps  and  a  Larkin  Premium.)
